Less than 
300 are attending the white schools, 
including these, there is but 2,500 of 
our children in school, and 8,450 get- 
ting no education. The question has 
been asked the cause of this falling 
off. Various excuses have been ren- 
dered; some that they cannot clothe 
them as they would like to; others 
are indifferent whether they receive 
an education or not. But where the 
greatest injustice is practiced is in 
the white schools. The colored child 
is made to set in a particular corner 
of the room, which can be readily spelt 
with two os. the 
cai De tound are given them. Besides 
this, in many of the schools! they are 
compelled to enter and leave and re- 
cite at different times, are some of the 
many indignities perpetrated upon 
them. I wonder what some of those 
who have advocated mixed schools 
among you have to say to these facts. 
Their main argument has been that 
co-education of the races would oblite- 
rate the negro line; that the child 
would receive a better education, ete. 
at the hands of the white teacher than 
he could by the colored. This argu- 
ment falls to the ground, as during 
the last examinations held in this city 
for admission to the high school, those 
pupils who were under the instruc- 
vion ef colored teachers passed, while 
the others failed. Another argument 
used by them is that co-education ob- 
literates all race feeling. Toshow the 
fallacy of this, a few weeks ago a 
young lady who had graduated from 


| the Patterson Normal School, N. J.,was 


appointed a supply teacher in one ot 
the white grammar schools of that 
eity. As seon as it was learned that 
she was to be the instructor, a minia- 
ture rebellion was inaugurated, incited 
by some of the teachers who had been 
her classmates. She then appealed to 
the Principal for assistance. He re- 
‘used, and stated she must govern the 
schvol or division herself, as he had 
no time. in the meantime it became 
noised abroad among the parents that 
a negro had been appointed a teacher. 
They assembled en-masse; some were 
for using personal violence, others 
milder measures. The trustees and 
superintendent were appealed to. The 
latter summoned the young lady to 
his office, and curtly informed her that 
it was not the intention of the law 
to_ place that they 
were not good enough for schools of 
their own race; they certainly were not 
fit to instruct children in white schools. 
And she was then dismissed. Here I 
have given you two incidents that go 
very far to answer the argument of 
these mixed school disciples; and while 
1 am upon this subject, this agitation 
comes from a class of Spersons who 
have too large a mixture of negro blood 
for their own comfort, and not enough 
of the Caucasian blood to make them 
white. They state that it is for the 
masses they labor, and not for self; but 
in every instance that has been brought 
to my notice self has been predomi- 
nant. It is well known that the hue 
of a man’s skin weighs but little when 
it is known that under that skin there 
is negro blood. All classes of men 
despise that man that endeavors to 
pass through life under false pretenses. 
In like manner, so should we despise 
the one who endeavors to foist himself 
as belonging to another race, and ap- 
pear that which he is not. Asa gene- 
ral thing, th.s class of men desire the 
highest seat in the synagogues, andif 
they have daughters or sons that have 
been educated in school -with white 
children, they are the first to seek 
positions for them in the schools that 
they before despised.

The doors 
of the hall opened at 7 P. M., and an 
immense crowd quickly filed in, — It 
was a representative gathering Of the 
best elements of colored Society in 
Washington. The floral decorations 
were profuse, some of the designs 
being exquisite, and the display of 
rate plants and exotics pleasing and 
brilliant. The front portion of the 
stage was covered with a variegated 
bed of roses and flowers that per- 
meated the air with a soft perfume. 
An excellent band of music was on 
hand, and after a well-selected over- 
ture, prayer was offered by the Rev. 
Walter Brooks. Following another 
musical part, the presentation of the 
certificates of graduation by President 
Arthur took place. Some delay was 
eaused by the nomarrival of the 
President, the band entertaining the 
audience for ahalf hour. At¥ o'clock 
the President reached the hall, and 
was escorted to the stage by the side 
entrance. The audience greeted him 
with prolonged applause. After the 
President had been introduced by Mr. 
Henry Johnson, trustee of the Miner 
Normal School, the class of graduating 
young ladies stood up, and as the 
name of each was called, she came for- 
ward and received her ceftifiedte from 
the President’s hands.

Hon. B. K. Bruce, register of the 
United States Treasury, then delivered 
(the address to the graduating class. 
The address was characterized by a 
fine strain of eloquence, and was fre- 
quently applauded. After pointing 
vut the methods that should be pur- 
sued by those young ladies who pro- 
posed to devote themselves to the 
duty of teaching, Mr. Bruce said, in 
opening: 

“Young ladies, the President of the 
United States has just handed you 
the official attestation of your scholas- 
tic attainments, and your diplomas 
will place you before the community 
not only as persons who have success- 
fully passed an academic course, but 
competent thereby to instruct others. 
You cannot too highly appreciate the 
dignity of the vocation which you 
have selected. Education, from the 
etyinology of the word and the func- 
tions that have authoritatively been 
rconceded to instructors, implies two 
things—infermation and discipline— 
the impirsation of ideas and the 
mental vigor and development result- 
ing therefrom. If you add to these 
two primary purposes of instructions 
the technic instructions that fit men 
and women for the vocation of life, 
and the professional courses that pre- 
pare them for the learned specialties, 
you have the whole of education.” 

The speaker then dwelt upon edu- 
cation and teaching in all its phases, 
and said, in conelusion: 

I venture to make a_ suggestion 
which I deem appropriate and impor- 
tant to you on your adventto a new 
field of life work, Any special calling, 
because it is special, tends to become 
formaland mechanical. The physi- 
cian, the lawyer, and even the minis- 
ter is liable to perform the functions 
of his office as a matter of routine and 
in a perfunctory way—not always with 
any special interest in the duty done, 
and without the inspiration § that 
springs froma thorough comprehen- 
sion of the importence of his aet. This 
tendency attaches to teachers as to 
to any other profession, and will breed 
mannerism and eliminate from the mind 
of the teacher and pupil alike much of 
the interest and enjoyment that legit- 
imately belongs to the work of instruc- 
tion. 

“Do your work in a temper worthy 
of you andit. Donotdoit drudging- 
ly, mechanically, wearily, as the slave 
works for the master, but do it cheer-

Nice Notions About Stables. 

Let your stable be well drained and 
suMciently lighted. The vapors from 
a damp, putrid floor, and the sudden 
change from darkness to light, will 
almost to a certainty cause blindness. 
Let the floor of the stall be quite flat 
and level. Standing on a sloping place 
is very painful, and causes lameness 
by straining the ligaments and mem- 
branes. It also produces grease and 
sore heels. Every stall should be at 
least six feet wide and nine feet long. 
This will enable the horse to turn 
round without bruising himself, and to 
lie down and stretch himself with com- 
fort. Let the stalls be separated by 
partitions, not by bars. They prevent 
the horses from fighting and kicking 
each other. Let proper openings be 
made just under the ceiling, to permit 
the hot, foul air tO eseape, and proper 
‘penings at the bottom of the wall to 
udmit fresh air. Impure and confined 
air will cause broken wind. Thefresh 
air should enter through a number of 
small holes, rather than a large hole, 
such as an open window. That pre- 
yents draughts, which cause chills and 
coughs. The temperature of a stable 
should be that of a sitting-room or par- 
‘or; not over seventy degrees in sum- 
mer, nor under forty-five degrees in 
winter. Hot, close or foul stables will 
bring on glanders or inflammation, 
while a very cold or damp one may 
cause an incurable cough or disease of 
the lungs. Do not keep the hay over 
the manger. The steam and breath of 
the animal make it both unpleasant 


and unwholesome. If the hay must be 
kept Over tne horse, the ceiling be- 


tween should be of plaster. .This will, 
in some measure, prevent vapors from 
passing up to the food. Have noopen- 
ing into the manger from the hay-loft. 
Dust is very often thrown into the 
Lorse’s eyes when fed in this way, and 
thus blindness is begun. The breath 
ascends directly to the food through 
the opening, which, at the same time, 
pours a continual draught down on 
the horse’s head, thus causing chills, as 
well as bad food. | 


Care of Early Chickens. 

The very early broods, if they are 
reared at all, must be kept within the 
warm inclosure of a building that has 
a southern exposure of glass for sunny 
days and a convenience for fire on 
cloudy ones. Fowls desire warmth, 
and chicks, in particular, must have it 
to grow and prosper. But after the 
snow is gone and the ground is settled, 
when protected from the frequent oc- 
curring blasts of northwest wind, 
chickens do well in good coops. The 
great obstacles to successful chicken 
rearing are the cold, chilly mornings | 
and the driving cold storms, whieh, 
quite often in this latitude, come in the 
form of snow instead of rain. For 
this reason I have found it much better 
to keep the broods confined to the 
buildings until able to withstand with- 
out injury the vicissitudes of weather. 
In May the cold is over, the air is soft 
and balmy, and after the morning dews 
have died away, the chicks are better 
abroad than in the house. They pick 
up various substances ftom thé soil— 
the larvae of insects, and even beetles. 
appetite at the same time. 

For the broods coops are now needed. 
These should be made roomy and com- 
fortable, and always be provided with 
a floor to keep the chickens from the 
damp ground. They should be given a 
nest of straw or hay at night. The 
roof must be water-tight, and also the 
siding and door, and then it will also 
be vermin-proof. The door should al- 
ways be on hinges and swing outward. 
Then there is no danger of any being 
killed, as often is the case where the 
door is a board to shove up and down. 
(1 have often seen the whole coop 
raised for the admittance of the hen, 
and both sides are frequently of slats. )

Mustard should be mixed with water 
that has been boiled and allowed ty 
cool. Hot water destroys its essentig 
qualities and raw cold water might 
cause it to ferment. Put the mustara 
in a cup with a small pinch of salt and 
mix with it very graduclly sufficient 
boiling water to make it drop from the 
spoon without becoming watery, 


A foreign exchange gives the fo}. 
lowing receipt for exterminating rats: 
It consists of a mixture of two parts 
of well bruised commun squills and 
three parts of finely-chopped bacon 
made into a stiff mass, with as much 
meal as may be required, and then 
baked imto sinall cakes; these are put 
down for the rats to eat, and are said 
to effect their complete extirpation. 


To make a nice hanging garden take 
a white sponge of large size and sow it 
full of rice, oats or wheat. Then place 
it for a week or ten days in a shallow 
dish, as the sponge absorbs the mois. 
ture the seed will begin to sprout. 
When this has fairly taken place, the 
sponge may be suspended by means of 
acord from a hook at the top of a 
window where a little sun will enter. 
It can be kept wet by merely immers- 
ing it in a bowl of water. .
